PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


REAT is my satisfaction in agn- 
nouncing the perfect tranquillity of 
this metropolis, which, with the gun- 
shine of the season, appears to have 
acquired all its former calm, gaiety, 
| brilliancy, The soirée at the 
ilyete Nationale, last week, forms 

uite an ¢vénement, It was one of 
the most brilljant that has as yet 
been given by the President of the 
Republic, both as regards the num- 
ber and rank of those invited. Those 
accustomed to the magnificence and 
quiet comme il faut of royal recep- 
tions found it here, The ladies who 
represented the beauty and rank of the aristocratic Faubourg of St. 
Germain, and of the wealth of the financial quarter of the Chaussée 
d’Antin, were splendidly dressed. The glitter of embroidery, the 
blaze of diamonds, the gloss of satin, and the rich softness of velvet, 
recalled some of the best days of royal festivities. This is a happy 
change. That which struck all who had the honour of being pre- 
sent was the imperial character of the scene. On entering the 
salon d’attente there appeared six tall grooms of the ante- 
chamber, dressed in the rich livery of the Emperor, motionless, 
silent, and stately as statues. A card was delivered, and the 
name written in a book, where a list had been previously made 
out; the name was then pronounced in a loud solemn tone, 
and ushered into a second saloon ; the President was then standing 
in the centre. After bowing to the President, the company moved 
about at pleasure, from one group to another of the distinguished 
men and beautiful women around. ‘The ladies, whose names were 
announced, were accompanied by aides-de-camp. In an inner 
saloon there was some exquisite music. The apartments are fur- 
nished in the style of the Empire. The productions of the great 
masters adorned the walls; lustres of antique and gorgeous fashion 
depend from the ceiling; pendules of gigantic size glitter on every 
side, and there are carpets of the finest fabric and truly Persian 
softness. Vases of Sévre porcelain, withal, give forth Arabian 
odours. Many generals were there in uniform and wearing their 
decorations. General Changarnier was particularly conspicuous. 
The diplomatic corps was present. The Duke of Sotomayor sat 
near the Princess Matilde, who did the honours of her cousin’s 
house; and the President paid most marked attention to Lord 
Normanby.

On Monday, Louis Napoleon drove out in an open phaeton, 
accompanied by M. Achille Fould, and went to the Bourse, where 
he alighted, and paid a visit to the agens de change, when M. Bil- 
lauld, in the name of his colleagues, expressed the greatest gratifi- 
cation at the visit, from which he augured well, as the President 
had arrived on the very day when the funds were higher than they 
had ever been since the February revolution, 

The Governor of the Invalides, General Jerome Bonaparte, 
ex-King of Westphalia, has given a grand dinner to the President 
of the Republic, the Vice-President, the Ministers, a number of 
representatives, and many persons distinguished in the sciences and 
arts. A great many pieces of furniture of the period of the Empire 
had been brought from the Garde-Meuble, to decorate the apart- 
ments. 

It appears to be here the general opinion that a return to mo- 
narchical institutions can alone bring about true freedom and 
prosperity.

SHELA.—The most fashionable cap of the description required by our cor- 
respondent is composed of very fine and clear French cambric.

It is trimmed with 
rows of needlework insertion, behind which may be run pink or lilac 
ribbon. The border, of which there should be two rows, set on plain 
across the forehead, and very full at the ears, is of worked cambric, edged 
with Valenciennes lace, The same edging trims the strings and the bow 
at the back.

Mix the whole 
well and then strain off the liquor for use, When to be used boil some 
prea wood shavings in this liquor, and strain it off and apply it to the 
stain.

AUSTRIA.—THE WAR IN Huncary.—VIENNA.—The news of 
the fall of Leopoldstadt and Essege was made public on the 4th inst. 
at Vienna in a twenty-first bulletin, By Marshal Welden the nets 
are being drawn closer and closer around the rebels, and they are 
losing ground from day to day. Since the last proclamation of the 
marshal above 2000 muskets have been delivered up. It must be 
supposed, from such a vast quantity of weapons having been con- 
cealed, notwithstanding the repeated warnings of the governor, 
that an attempt to disturb the peace of the city was at some future 
time to have been carried out. If so, it would, under the circum- 
stances, be one of the most hair-brained ideas that ever entered 
into the mind of man, for there cannot be the least doubt that 
Welden would rather reduce the city to a heap of ruins than suffer 
a repetition of the scenes of last year ! 

BERLIN.—Kossuth has been at Berlin since the 8th. 

Saxony.—The Second Chamber of the States-General has been 
occupied with the affair of Robert Blum. It unanimously adopted 
a motion for the immediate recal of the Saxon Minister at Vienna, 
who had failed in his duty of attempting'to save the life of the 
deputy of Leipsic. We refer to this in our ‘‘ Table Talk.” 

TurKey.—The new Viceroy of Egypt, Abbas Pasha, had. ar- 
rived at Constantinople, He was received in a solemn audience 
by the Sultan, and officially invested by him with the government 
of Egypt. Abbas Pasha holds the rank of Grand Vizier, and his 
eldest son, who is eleven years of age, is invested with the rank of 
brigadier-general, In consequence of the severe and most unusual 
cold weather, three persons have been frozen to death in the 
neighbourhood of Constantinople. 


IRELAND. 


Dusiin.—Mr, Blunt is expected in Kingstown, to com- 
mence operations with regard to the electric telegraph between 
Dublin and Holyhead. The Lords of the Admiralty have given 
the necessary directions to Mr. Hutchinson, the harbour-master at 
Kingstown, to confer with Mr. Blunt, and afford him all needful 
assistance in determining the most convenient spot for the terminus 
of the wires. 


The Lord Lieutenant and Countess of Clarendon gave a 
grand dinner, on Tuesday evening, at the castle. 


A return of all persons who have been committed to, or 
detained in, prison in Ireland since the passing of the HaBEaAs 
Corrus SUSPENSION ACT, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant or 
Chief Secretary, for high treason or treasonable practices, or sus- 
picion thereof, has been printed by order of the House of Commons. 
It appears that from the 26th of July, 1848, the date of the first 
warrant, to the 18th of December, 118 persons have been com- 
mitted to prison ; of these, 88 were discharged on bail, and the 
remainder are still in custody.

Lady 
Franklin, with all the fervour 
of a devoted wife, is at present 
engaged in a’pious pilgrimage 
to the ports whence the whale- 
ships are likely to proceed to 
Davis’s Straits, with a view to 
plead her anxieties and dis- 
tresses, and to animate the 
daring and generous com- 
manders of these ships in her 
cause. Lady Franklin has al- 
ready visited Hull, and there 
we believe that her ladyship 
was received with much enthu- 
siasm, and that the strongest 
desire was manifected by the masters, and others connected with 
the whale-ships, not only to carry out any instructions or wishes 
that may be conveyed to them from Government, but are also 
themselves disposed to undertake certain measures in connection 
with the usual objects of their voyage for affording succour or 
gaining information respecting the missing ships. 


Of the two volumes recently published of the works of the 
Cavendish Society, the first is devoted to a series of reports and 
memoirs, some of which, as those on atomic yolume and isomor- 
phism, relate to the most abstruse points of science; whilst others 
refer to practical questions of universal importance. The most 
valuable of these is a memoir, by M. Regnault, upon ‘‘ the latent

earth and the heaven, and tell the stars, and declare their order 
and motions--could discourse of the interests of all states, the in- 
trigues of all courts, the reason of all eivil laws and constitutions, 
and give an account of the history of all ages—and yet should, in 
the meantime, be destitute of the knowledge of Godand Christ, and 
his duty, all this would be but an impertinent vanity, and a more 
glittering kind of ignorance; andsuch a man (like the philosopher 
who, whilst he was gazing upon the stars, fell into the ditch) 
would but—sapienter descendere in infernum—be undone, with all 
this knowledge, and, with a great deal of wisdom, go down to hell. 


The coal from Vancouver’s Island resembles much in 
appearance Newcastle coals, has a black glossy surface, and oreaks 
easily; earthy matter is found running in lines throughit.

The 
daily papers and works of interest are supplied by Messrs. Marshall 
and Sons, to whom the department is confided, at the nominal 
charge of a penny. This is an arrangement of great utility, and 
one of which the public will not fail to make frequent use,

The wealth of a country may be described in one word— 
itis Labour. The sinews of 2 nation are the sinews of men, and a 
man’s fortune is his industry, A man, in return for his labour 
requires a certain amount of food, of clothes, of coals, &c. It 
matters not to him whether you give him 14s. a week to purchase 
these with, or twice 14s., if the latter sum will only obtain for him 
the supply of these necessaries. If Whittington’s dream had been 
realised, and he had found London paved with gold, he would have 
felt the payement as hard to sleep upon. His industry was his 
wealth; and the industry of a population always will be the best 
security for the riches of a country. 


Mr. Fergusson’s views on the subject of the Holy Sepulchre, 
as stated at the Institute of Architects, may be summed up thus; 
namely, that the building known as the Mosque of Omar is, in 
truth, the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, and that what is called 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, and was burnt in 1808, wasa 
building not earlier than the twelfth century, His principal reasons 
for the first part of this belief are, that the so-called Mosque of 
Omar is unquestionably a circular Christian building of the time of 
Constantine, and is built over a rock standing up fifteen feet from 
the floor, with a eave in it; further, that it could not have been a 
mosque, its shape and arrangements being contrary to the require- 
ments of the religion, 


The present taxation being, for the most part (says Mr. 
Matson), upon the necessaries of life, instead of the realised capital 
of the country, is the cause of the distress; and the amount, 
although enormously heavy—being £3. 10s. per head for every 
man, woman, and child in this island (including local as well as 
national taxation)—might be borne were it paca upon each 
individual, according to his or her circumstances, instead of being 
upon food and upon articles which prevent the employment of 
abour. 


An American paper states that the California emigrant, by 
taking the route from Houston to Chihuahua, has a distance of but 
700 or 750 miles to travel, on a good waggon road, to reach Chi- 
huahua; while, on the Santa Fe route, the distance from the nearest 
navigable point on the Missouri to Santa Fe, according to Dr. Greg, 
who travelled the route six times, is 770 miles. The distance from 
Santa Fe to Chihuahua is 440 miles, making the entire distance by 
land, from Independence, in Missouri, to Chihuahua, 1210 miles, 
full 400 miles farther than the route from Houston to Chihuahua, 
There is also this advantage, that the route from Houston pos- 
sesses: it is entirely free from snow and ice one or two months 
before the Santa Fe trace is open; and emigrants by this route can 
find an abundance of pasturage, while the Santa Fe road is buried 
one or two feet deep in snow. The road from Chihuahua to Cali- 
fornia also possesses this advantage—it is so far to the south that it 
can be traversed in winter, and it has been the thoroughfare of 
Mexican and Spanish caravans for half a century, 9

There is a new printing telegraph, on the hydraulic 
principle, the invention of Mr. W. H. French, of Cardiff, which, for 
simplicity and certainty, is admirable. Without the use of any 
arbitrary signs, or the necessity of receiving answers from the 
various stations as to whether or not a message can be understood, 
a communication can be made, at the will of the operator, to one, 
two, three, or a dozen stations on the main line or branches of a 
given district of country, which will be legibly printed on a slip of 
paper, something like the column of a newspaper, to any length; or 
a conversation can be carried on on the same paper between two 
points—the intermediate stations, by a simple contrivance, being 
thrown out of the line of communication.

A very ingenious machine, invented by Mr. W. P. Struvé, 
C.E., of Swansea, has been erected at the Eaglesbush Colliery, 
near Neath, by which the use of a furnace is superseded, and an 
increased quantity of air circulated through the mine.

From the evidence it appeared 
that about six weeks since the younger prisoner called on Mr, 
Frame, a victualler in Bedford-street, Laurieston, and sold him 
eleven pounds of what was represented, and appeared to be, fine 
fresh country butter in prints, at lld. perlb. The youth carried 
the butter in a white wicker basket, covered by a clean towel, and 
acted very well the character of a simple country lad. The butter, 
however, excepting the surface, was odious Stuff, and was all 
returned on the victualler’s hand by his customers, Instead of 
making profit by it he was compelled to sell the lot for cart-grease, 
reserving only a print or two for identification if a similar attempt 
should be made. The prisoners were fined 40s, each.

GENERAL CHANGARNIER. 

General Changarnier, like almost all the generals of France, has 

proved himself equal to the high station in which he has been 

laced as Commander of the National Guard of Paris, and General- 
in-Chief of the troops of the first military division. The trying exi- 

encies of the times have found him deficient in none of the qualities 
which were so requisite. And it is mainly to his forethought, pru- 
dence, and firmness, that Paris has been spared a repetition of the 
sad events of last July. The wise disposition of the troops, and his 
own character for determination, overawed the would-be insurgents: 
they fully believed that he would fulfil his threat, that those who 
took up the stones from the pavement to form barricades should 
he ae to put them down again, and abstained from their 
attempt. 

The place usually occupied by General Changarnier in the 
National Assembly is in the very midst of the Mountain, What 
was at first an accident has very probably grown into a habit; but 
So it is, that the Conservative general sits on one of the highest 
benches, and amongst those who certainly do not. look upon him 
with a very favourable eye, and perhaps consider him as an intruder. 
The other day a friend of the general good-humouredly remon- 
strated on so eccentric a choice. ‘‘ Why, the fact is,’ said Chan- 
garnier, ‘‘ I am perfectly d mon aise. To be sure, I don’t hear a 
single word of what passes in the Chamber at such a distance, nor 
do I catch a sentence of what our friends, the orators of the tribune, 
happen to say, particularly when those about me make a noise. 
But I pass my time in doing a good deal of my bureau business, 
and from the centre of the Mountain I despatch my orders to the 
different commanding officers. I don’t even often comprehend the 
subject of the debate, but when any extraordinary incident takes 
place I look at my friends around me: if they cheer or applaud, 
I am silent; if they are silent or look sulky, I know that some- 
thing good must have been said, and I cheer lustily. Whenever 
the voting comes on, if I see the lads of the Mountain take a blue 
card, I take a white one; and if they take a white I take a blue 
one, and so on—so that you see, though I am ignorant of what is 
passing, I am always sure to be right.” This naive avowal of the 
parliamentary tactics of the old African exceedingly amused his 
auditors, and none joined more heartily than the ‘‘ lads of the Moun- 
tain’’ in the merriment excited by it, 

The contemplated reduction of the Garde Mobile from twenty-five 
to twelve battalions, andthe future regulations with regard to pay 
and discipline, made some of the officers, as well as privates, 
extremely discontented, and a large mutiny was arranged to take 
place in the Champs Elysées. General Changarnier, learning this, 
sent for the principal officers and harangued them on the impro- 
priety as well as the folly of such a meeting. ‘I hear,” was his 
stern address, ‘‘ that the Garde Mobile is discontented; that it is 
to assemble to-morrow in the large opening in the Champs Elysées. 
But let it beware what it does. If it stirs I will have it cut to 
pieces.”’ A young officer, M. Aladenize, enraged at this address, 
declared to the general that he resigned his commission, and, breaking 
his sword, threw it at Changarnier’s feet. The natural result of 
such a silly display of bravado was the instant arrest of the offender, 
who was taken to the Abbaye. The firmness of the general has 
prevented any outbreak. About a fortnight since, General Chan- 
garnier met with an accident which might have been attended with 
a fatal result. One of his pistols had remained charged for nearly 
five months ; his servant directed his attention to the circumstance, 
stating the danger which might accrue if it continued in that state. 
The general immediately took it up and fired it. From the length 
of time that the weapon had been loaded, the recoil was so great 
that the pistol escaped from the general’s hand and struck him on 
the forehead. 
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THE Fire 1n LAMB-STREET, SPITALFIELDS.—We this 
week give an ILLUSTRATION (see page 97) of one of those lament- 
able occurrences which are but of too frequent repetition in this 
metropolis. We should strongly advise that in all new construc. 
tions balconies be so placed as to permit escape to the neighbouring 
houses—that is, balconies in front of each floor, with low division- 
walls. In the present instance the sacrifice of human life has been 
dreadful, and there would appear to have been little if any chance 
of escape. The jury empanelled to inquire into the deaths of the 
five unfortunate persons who perished in this fire on Thursday 
night (last week) assembled at the Ten Bells Tavern, Spitalfields, 
for the purpose of proceeding with the investigation. The court 
having been opened in the usual form, William Sutton, the brother 
of one of the deceased, was examined for the purpose of identifying 
the body. He recognised it by a part of the clothing which re- 
mained, but could not recognise the body of his brother’s child nor 
of his wife.—William Blake, a police-constable, stated that on 
Thursday night last, at a quarter to eleven, he was at the corner of 
Lamb-street.. His attention was drawn to the house No, 34 by a 
volume of smoke proceeding from it, and almost immediately a man 
ran out and gave an alarm of fire. He went to the spot, passing 
the man as he did so. He did not speak, nor should witness know 
him again. He was dressed, but had no hat. Witness went inside, 
but saw no flame. Some other particulars were adduced by the 
constable, amidst much interruption from an over-busy juryman 
named Marks.—Thomas Newland, a draper's assistant, stated that 
he occupied the top floor of the house No. 34, Lamb-street. There 
were two floors between the top and the ground floor. The top 
floor is a single room, but the others consisted of two rooms each, 
On Thursday night, at about eleven o’clock, he was sitting at 
supper, and his wife was undressing the child. A smell arose as if 
some human hair was burning. Thinking that it might be in the 
room, they looked on the floor. The smell rapidly increased. At 
that moment the door-bell rang, but not violently, and Mr. Sutton, 
who occupied the rooms under witness, went down as if to answer 
it, but ran up again, calling out, ‘Caroline, come down directly, 
there is a fire.” The policeman’s rattle then sprang, and witness’s 
wife pushed the child into his arms; he desired her not to lose a 
moment in following him. She went to the window as if to look 
out, apparently not thinking that the fire was in the house. He 
ran down stairs past Mr. Sutton, who was calling his wife, and 
gave his child to Mr, Farr, a grocer. Cannot form any idea as to 
who the person was who, first issued from the house. He found 
the front door open, but thought Mr. Sutton had opened it. There 
was no person in the house who could have run away on the first 
alarm. The shop belonged to Mr. M‘Kellar, who slept on the first 
floor. He was, in fact, the landlord of the house. Has seen Mr. 
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M‘Kellar since. Believes that he was not on the premises when 
the fire occurred. Mr. M‘Kellar’s brother was in the house at half- 
past nine the same evening. Has seen the brother since. Saw 
both the M‘Kellar’s in Mr. Oakley’s parlour whilst the fire was 
burning. Mr. M‘Kellar exclaimed, “Oh dear, it is a very shocking 
thing.”. Has had no communication with M‘Kellar on the subject 
of the fire. The fire commenced in the back parlour next the shop. 
That parlour was under the Staircase. Saw the flames through the 
crevices as he passed down with his child. The policeman put his 
foot against the partition which separated the shop from the parlour, 
and nearly the whole of it fell down at once, and the flames instantly 
spread round the whole shop. It was quite impossible to ascend 
the stairs after that. It would have been a sacrifice of life without 
any advantage to the people up stairs. There is gas laid on to the 
premises by the Commercial Company, Heard no explosion; had 
there been any he must have heardit. The gas meter is under the 
shop, in the kitchen. There is a cellar under the floor where the 
fire commenced.—John M'‘Kellar, the brother of the landlord, stated 
that he was employed as shopman, and that he left on the night of 
the fire at about twenty minues past nite, for the purpose of taking 
awalk, When he returned, about twenty minutes past eleven, the 
house was in flames. He left a fire in the back parlour, but put 
out the gas in the shop. ere Was ho escape of gas that he could 
perceive.—The policeman Blake was here recalled, and he stated 
that the person who ran out Of the house first was about the size of 
John M‘Kellar.—The Coronet said that it appeared to him the case 
should be adjourned, in order to astettain who the person was who 
ran out of the house.—The policy of insurance was here produced.

He had passed the evening at the house 
of a person named Osmond at Kentington, and on reathing the 
énd of the street near his house at eleven o’clock, on his rettirn, he 
saw afire. He afterwards saw it was his own premises, He then 
stated he was quite ready to answef any question which niight be 
put, as he was young in business, atid reports had gone forth which, 
if not refuted, were calculated to be very injurious to hitn.—The 
jury did not, however, press any questions; and, with a view to 
facilitate further inquiry in the interim, Mr. Baker adjourned the 
proceedings until Wednesday. —The unfortunate sufferers were 
Henry Sutton, Caroline (his wife), Henry Sutton (their child), 
Caroline Sawyer, and Grace Newland. It was on Sattifday that 
the jury, having been swort, proceeded to view the bodiés, which 
had been placed in the vaults of the church. The spéetacle was 
most revolting, the bodies being in some parts rediiced to a mere 
cinder, and all the hands clasped as if in agony. The uiifortunate 
woman Grace Newland was enceinte at the time of her death_— At a 
later meeting the inquiry was further adjourned. The origin 
of the fire appears to be involved in much mystery. 


St.MaryYLEBONE BANK For SAvineos.—The nineteenth 
annual general meeting of this institution was held on Friday, the 
the 9th of this month, at the office, 76, Welbeck-street, Cavendish- 
square: the Right Honourable thé Hatl Waldegrave in the chair. 
It appeared from the several reports fead to the meeting that no 
less than 2070 new deposits had beeii tiade in the last year; 19,019 
deposit accounts remained open on thé 20th of November last, of 
which no less than 14,455 held balancés averaging less than 
£3. 3s. ld. each. Upwards of £291,386 Was then invested with 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt: this 
amount has since risen to £295,886. 3s. 8d. The continued 
evidence thus afforded of the disposition of the working classes to 
provide against the casualties of life will prove a source of grati- 
fication to all reflecting minds; and it may, indeed, be hoped that 
this provident disposition has its influence in improving the 
character and conduct, materially contributing to this class of 
workmen being the last to be discharged whenever establishments 
are reduced from scarcity of work. 


Lonpon Free Hosprrau.—aAt the close of last week 
the annual general meeting of the governors of this charity was 
held at the Freemasons’ Tavern, Great Queen-street, Mr. Deputy 
Corney in the chair. The minutes of all the meetings in the year 
1848 having been read, were, after some discussion, contirmed. 
Dr. Tweddie then proceeded to read the annual report of the pro- 
ceedings and condition of the institution. From the 3lst of Decem- 
ber, 1847, to the 3lst of December, 1848, the number of patients 
amounted to 1419, and of these 1128 were dismissed cured, 221 
died, and 61 remained under treatment. The total number of 
patients admitted since the foundation jof the hospitai was 19,881. 
The annual income of the institution from all sources was 
£2761. 10s. 10d., and the’expenditure to £2037. 1s. 11d., leaving a 
balance in the hands of the trustees of £454. 10s. 11d. 


Launcu or A SrramEer.—The Ganges, a splendid steam- 
vessel of 1200 tons burden, built for the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company by Mr. Pitcher, was launched from his 
dockyard at Northfleet last week. The day was remarkably pro- 
pitious, and a large number of visitors assembled to witness the 
interesting spectacle. The vessel went off in magnificent style, 
and all the judges present were unanimous in pronouncing the 
highest eulogiums upon her. Two steamers were in readiness to 
take the vessel at once to the Kast India Docks, where she is to 
receive her engines, which are being constructed by Messrs. Miller, 
Ravenhill, and Co., of Blackwall. After the launch the visitors 
partook of a handsome collation, provided by the builder, at the 
Rosherville Hotel; and they returned to town at an early hour, 
highly gtatified by the day’s proceedings, 

ExTRAORDINARY RoBBERY AT St. Pancras WorRK- 
HOUSE.—Last week a robbery of a very mysterious character was 
perpetrated on the directors of the poor of St. Pancras, by the 
abstraction of the sum in silver of £155 and £20 in gold, making 
a total of £175, which had been deposited in the “strong room” of 
the newly-erected vestry-rooms adjoining the workhouse, in the 
King’s-road, Camden-town. This money had been deposited in the 
place from which it was taken for the purpose of paying the per- 
manent weekly poor, and it was not until the assembling of the 
board on the following morning that the robbery was discovered. 
As was customary, Mr. M‘Gahey, the elerk to the board, accom- 
panied by his son, @ young mati, about twenty years of age, who 
acts as a clerk in his office, proceeded to the Bloomsbury branch of 
the London aid Westminster Bank, and brought away the sum of 
£156 in silver, in thtee bags, and £60 in notes. Mr. M‘Gahey had 
Previously placed the £90 in gold in the cash-box, and on their 
arrival at the vestry-rooma (keeping the notes in his pocket) he 
went away, leaving his son iii the office to count the silver, in which 
he was assisted by another elerk, Mr. Plews. Mr: M‘Gahey, jun., 
states that when he had counted the money he weitt into his father’s 
private room, and took from the drawer of the inkstand on the 
table the key of the “ strong room,” this being the place where it 
was usually kept—a fact known, it is stated, by all the officers of 
the establishment. Having got the key, he went and deposited the 
money in the closet in the “strong room,” locked the door, and 
put the key back in the place in the inkstand-drawer in his father’s 
room. A special meeting of the board of directors took place on 
Saturday afternoon last, at three o’clock, when an investigation, 
lasting several hours, was entered into. The meeting was held 
with closed doors; but, from what has transpired, suspicion points

Brecon.—THE CwMcoopy Murprr.—James Griffiths, 
charged with the murder of his fellow-servant, by cleaving his skull 
with an axe at Cwmgoody, arrived at Brecon gaol, in the custody of 
Superintendent Stephens and Mr, Johnson, governor of Ipswich 
gaol. They travelled by the London mail to Crickhowell, where 
they got into a fly, in order to avoid the pressure of the crowds of 
people who were waiting the arrival of the mail in the streets of 
Brecon, but who had nearly all dispersed when they drove in shortly 
after the mail. The prisoner was then taker direct to the count 
gaol. His demeanour was perfectly cool and even cheerful, thoug 
free ftom all assumption of bravado or swaggering. He says he 
was seventeen years of age last Christmas, and states that he is 
illegitimate, born in the parish of Stanton-upon-Arrow, Hereford- 
shire. The prisoner has arather smiling countenance when spoken 
to, with a slight Herefordshire accent, and appears an intelligent 
young man. On Saturday last he was committed to take iis trial 
on the capital charge. 


Tut Murver near Bricuron.—At one o’élock on 
Monday, F. H. Gell, Esq., coroner for East Sussex, arrived from 
Lewes at Piecombe, for the purpose of resuming the inquest on 
the body of Mr. George Stonhouse Griffith, the brewer, of Brighton, 
an account of whose murder has already appeared in our columns, 
At the close of the proceedings the jury deliberated a short time, 
after which they returned a verdict of ‘‘ Wilful murder against 
some persons unknown.’ A great portion of the examination was 
directed against a suggestion of the possibility of the case being 
one of suicide, which had grown up into a rumour, and was by 
many believed to be a solution of the case, The evidence would 
appear to have completely removed this suspicion. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENOES. 


ImpupENT RoppERy.—On Saturday evening last, about 
half-past eight o’clock, while Mr. Sheppard, postmaster, draper, 
&c., Exmouth, was absent at chapel with his family, some thieves 
forced an entrance at the street door, and, proceeding up stairs, 
completely ransacked the contents of two bedrooms, dressing-cases, 
toilet articles, &c., being broken up. Down stairs some plate was 
taken away, but the plated articles left. The value of the property 
stolen is about £35, comprising a lady’s gold watch, a pair of 
bracelets, a pair of long gold embossed earrings, a large cornelian 
brooch, set in gold; a neck-chain, with a small cornelian cross; a 
gold ring, circled with blue stones; a bracelet; brooches; a silver 
cream-jug, with an inscription of presentation to Mr. Sheppard by 
Information of the daring act 
was at once telegraphed from the Starcross station to Exeter, but 
up to this time no clue has been obtained. Fortunately the thieves 
did not enter the post-office, where a cash-box, containing gold, 
notes, and cheques to the amount of £130, was deposited. 


‘A WomANACCIDENTALLY STRANGLED.--MANCHESTER. 
On Saturday last, about six o’clock in the morning, Jane Thomas, 
aged nineteen, when going to work to the factory of Messrs. Mills 
and Lees, Waterhead-mill, went into the boiler-house to put her 
can of coffee to keep warm for breakfast, and, passing the coal- 
hopper, the shaft caught her shawl or handkerchief, and strangled 
her instantly, She was found immediately after, in a sitting pos- 
ture, quite dead. She had no bruises or external signs of injury. 


ACCIDENT ON THE EDINBURGH AND GLASGOW 
Raitway.—A few days ago, when the two o’clock passenger train 
from Edinburgh came within a mile anda half of Bishopbrigg’s 
station, a strange unsteady motion of the carriages was felt for a 
few hundred yards, followed by repeated loud whistles from the 
engine, and speedily the train came to a dead halt. It was then 
ascertained that one of the four driving wheels had entirely lost its 
tire—that the engine was off the rails, and had been for a consider- 
able distance—and that on the off side the main crank was com- 
pletely snapt through. Immediately a messenger was despatched 
to Cowlairs for an engine, and information sent back to Kirkin- 
tilloch station of what had occurred, so as to prevent any collision. 
Within half an hour the engine from Cowlairs arrrived, bringing a 
large body of workmen to assist in clearing the line. Great credit 
is due to the engine-driver and the guards for their promptitude. 


TwEeLvE Houses Burnr Down at Tiverton.— 
A few evenings since the inhabitants of Tiverton were alarmed 
by an announcement of fire, when it was soon discovered 
to have broken out in a house at Westexe, in the occu- 
pation of a butcher named Holmes, which soon communicated to 
the adjoining houses at the rear, up a court, and was not got under 
until nearly twelve o’clock, by which time it had totally destroyed 
twelve or fourteen houses, all thatched but one, and occupied by 
people of the poorer class. 


Murper at Huuti.—Tur Suprosep MurRDERER.—At 
Hull an inquest has been held upon the body of William Hutton, 
navigator, aged twenty-four years.—Charles Walker, of Green-lane, 
gardener, deposed that, about two o’clock in the afternoon, he was 
on the Barmston Drain-bank, above the wooden bridge, and between 
it and the first brick bridge, when he saw the body of the deceased 
floating with the stream towards the harbour, the face upwards. 
He gave an alarm, and the police got the deceased out, and found 
that his hands were tied behind him.—George Hutton, labourer, 
deposed that the nae was that of his son, William Hutton, aged 
twenty-four years. e had been missing ten weeks last Saturday 
night. Witness last saw him in George-street, on that Saturday, 
about four o’clock in the afternoon. He had 18s. or 19s. in his fob. 

The fob was found empty, and cut open.]—A medical gentleman 
tte Munroe) who had made a post-mortem examination of the 
body, deposed that it was much decomposed, having been some 
weeks in the water, and that he found extensive marks of violence

had been caused by these means before the body had been in the 
water. The arms were tied behind the back by the wrists with 
strong cord, like sash-line. The appearance induced him to believe 
that the hands had been so tied after death.—The inquest was 
adjourned, and subsequently a man named Thomas Armytage 
Scales was taken before the magistrates on suspicion of being the 
murderer, and he has been remanded until further inquiries have 
been completed. 


Fatat AccIDENT ON THE CALEDONIAN RaILway.— 
Five Lives Lost.—A dreadful accident occurred on the Caledonian. 
Railway on Saturday night last, by which five lives have been lost. 
The following statement is by Mr. Councillor Drummond, of Carlisle, 
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who was one of the passengers in the train, but happily escaped :— 
“‘ The mail train left Carlisle at twenty-five minutes to ten o'clock, 
When about four miles on our way, felt, by the violent shaking 
and bumping of our carriage, that it was off the rail. The engine was 
almost immediately stopped. My friend and I got out by the window 
of our carriage, and found that we had been disconnected from the 
carriage in our rear, and some of those along with the post-office 
had upset over the bank, which is about twelve feet high. Those 
who were able immediately proceeded to see what damage was 
done, and found that the carriage. which was next to ours had been 
broken to pieces and-completely upset, and the post-office carriage 
resting on the top of the far side of it. We soon saw that many of 
the passengers who had occupied it were dreadfully hurt, and 
several were under it, Steps were immediately taken to get 
them removed, when it was found that four men were dead, and 
several others in a fearful state; one of them died in Carlisle In- 
firmary soon after being taken there. One man, who had lost his 
foot, had to get his leg amputated below the knee. Poor fellow! 
he stood it with great firmness. Many others were more or less 
hurt, and were removed to the houses of friends. There was only 
one lady in the train, going to Perth, who fortunately escaped un- 
hurt, though she was in the carriage next to the post-office, and 
went over the bank. ,MesSsenger was sent back to Carlisle for 
assistance and medical aid, and nearly all the passengers had re- 
turned before twelve o’clock. Those who were able used every 
exertion to render assistance and relief to the sufferers. The mail 
carriage, having been deranged and the manager hurt, was taken 
back to Carlisle, and came in at sixteen minutes past nine a.m. 
on Sunday. A special train was despatched at three a.m. with 
information to Edinburgh and Glasgow, by which two of the 
passengers also went, and Captain Coddington left Edinburgh 
early on Sunday morning for Carlisle. The rails were got replaced, 
and the mail train, which left Carlisle at sixteen minutes past nine 
a.m. on Sunday, came along the line and arrived here at the usual 
hour. It seems impossible to account for the accident; the ground 
was examined by Mr. Addison, and several of the passengers, and 
appeared perfectly firm. The engine remaining on the line, and 
the tender, luggage-van, and the first carriage (first class) being 
slightly removed, must show that the rails were all right. Some- 
thing must have gone wrong with the next carriage (second class), 
which, having got off and gone over the bank, removed the rails— 
the others were dragged over withit. Several caariages at the end 
of the train were left on the line. The horse-boxes were all upset.’’

TUSCANY. 

The following important intelligence has been received from 
Florence :—The flight of the Grand Duke and family from Sienna 
has been officially announced. This announcement was followed 
by immense agitation in every part of the city. The generale was 
beaten, the National Guards and troops were called out, and the 
Chambers were hastily convoked. Meanwhile, however, the clubs 
issued a manifesto, convoking the populace, who assembled in 
great numbers, and proclaimed a Provisional Government, choosing 
Montanelli, Guerazzi, and Mazzoni as its chiefs. This despatch 
adds nothing to the uncertain information already given as to the 
whereabouts of the Grand Duke, but it is supposed that he took 
refuge on board the British ship Bellerophon,

First Impressions of England and its People. Old Red Sandstone, 
Rambles of @ Geologist in Scotland. By Hugh Miller, Esq. 
London: John Johnstone. 


Hugh Miller is the prince of modern geological writers, We 
believe that the Dean of Westminster (better known by his 
synonyme Dr, Buckland), Professor Owen, Mr. Darwin, Dr. 
Mantell, Sir Charles Lyell, Sir Roderick Impey Murchison, 
Dr. Fitton, Sir H. Dela Beche, and Professor Ramsay, in fact, 
all geologists, will readily allow this. Our modern journalists, 
such as the Atheneum and its friends, smaller and greater, 
did blow more or less smooth approval of the first work at the 
head of our notice; the second work excited, and still excites, 
most extensive applause; and the third, which at present is 
confined to the pages of a newspaper, of which our friend is 
editor and proprietor, will charm, will amuse, will instruct all 
who see it in the form of a boarded book, with a titlepage, in 
which it will, most probably, very soon appear. 

Hugh Miller is thoroughly original: his literary autobio- 
graphy would be a most noble history of the growth of an 
‘individual mind ;” in his «Old Red Sandstone” there are 
several precious little bits, which have pleased the readers 
(pretty numerous too) of “Chambers’s Edinburgh Journal,” 
and other weekly and monthly journals, into which extracts 
have been inserted, 

Mr. Miller’s nobility dates not from Abraham, neither can 
he show title-deeds of his ancestors in the days of William the 
Conqueror, or William the husband of Mary, commonly known 
by the conjunct name of William and Mary. His nobility is 
the mind implanted in him by the Almighty; his estates— 
which no one will interfere with—are “‘ the old red sandstone”’ 
formations of the world; the fossils of that formation are urs 
medals ; the curious fish, Pterichthys Milleri—to be seen in the 
British Museum—bears his name, a name now known to every 
geologist from America to Australia—from Agassiz to the Dean 
of Westminster. Read his ‘First Impressions’; it is a 
singularly-attractive book; there is character in it to supply 
the brains of half a dozen ordinary novel-writers. He brings 
before you most vividly Durham and York Cathedrals (the 
latter description most strikingly original); Hagley, where 
Lord Lyttleton and the Poet Thomson used to commune in 
mind ; with the curious history of both the elder Lord Lyttleton 
and his most excellent and noble son; the Leasowes, where 
Shenstone loved to wander and improve. Look attentively at 
Miller’s comparison of the Leasowes with Abbotsford, and of 
Shenstone’s taste with that of Sir Walter Scott—the female 
nailmakers of Hales-Owen—the curiously-interesting saltworks 
of Droitwich—his pictures of landscape. Miller can do on 
paper what J. M. W. Turner, Esq., R.A., has done on canvas 
or on millboard, and his engravers on steel plates,—given the 
landscape features of many a place with a vividness showing 
the hand of a master. 

Birmingham, ‘the toyshop of the world.”’ An extraordinarily 
powerful and true picture of Tractarianism is given in the 
same chapter which describes his first impressions of Birming- 
ham—by the way, the jirst impressions of a great judge on the 
bench are generally also his /ast.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETIES, 


ZootocicaL Society or Lonpon.—Hanover-square, Tuesday 
last, William Yarrell, Esq., in the chair.—The most important 
announcement was at the end of the meeting, when the ener- 
getic secretary informed the members and their friends of the 


safe accouchement of a most distinguished inhabitant of 


the Regent’s-park (Zoological Gardens); her exalted high- 
ness the giraffe, on Monday morning last, was confined 
at eleven a.m. precisely. As the female camelopard, or 


95 


giraffe (Giraffa xerapha ; serapha, seraph, angel), is at the least 
sixteen feet high (lineal measurement), and as such an event 
does not occur every day, we think our fair readers from 
Lerwick, in happy Shetland, to the Land’s End, in rocky and 
happy Cornwall, will be pleased to hear that mother and 
girafetta are doing well, and will prove a great attraction to 
these already attractive gardens.—Mr. J. E. Gray exhibited 
and described a singular new species of Mexican tortoises, with 
three nails to the feet; it formed, according to this distin- 
guished naturalist, a new subgenus of the division Cistuda ; he 
named it Cistuda (onychotria) Mexicana. Mr. G. B. Sowerby 
and Mr. Lovell Reeve exhibited, and had descriptions of, some 
new Shells of the genera Cyclostoma, Bulimus, and Tomygrus, 
&c.; these shells belong to very extensive and beautiful groups, 
and were not yet figured either in his own (Mr. Sowerby’s) 
works or in those of Mr. Lovell Reeve. Mr. A. White ex- 
hibited a drawing of an allegorical subject from Pompeii, in 
which the thorny lobster (Palinurus vulgaris) was very well 
represented ; he made a few remarks on the minute attention 
paid to natural objects by ancient artists. 


LinnEAN Society or Lonpon.—Soho-square, Tuesday week, 
E. Forster, Esq., in the chair.—Mr. Yates exhibited a very inte- 
resting and valuable series of leaves, fruits, and models of different 
genera and species of palms, belonging to the division Cycadee, 
entering into their history and explaining, with specimens in 
hand, the distinctions of each: there were specimens from 
Chatsworth, the Duke of Devonshire’s, so famed for its conser- 
vatories.—Mr. Adam White read the first part of a memoir on 
the animals of the Assyrian monuments, discovered by Dr. 
Layard, and now deposited in the British Museum; he exhibited 
some of the engravings (kindly lent him, he said, by John 
Murray, Esq., of Albemarle-street) of these Nineveh monu- 
ments, shortly to be published ; he pointed out the representa- 
tion of a fallow deer, very vividly and accurately given, the 
spotted body and palmated horns, with two frontal snags 
marking the species. The beautiful drawing of the outline of 
the head of this animal, and of a goat, he particularly dwelt on ; 
as also on two groups of sheep and goat, most pictorially treated, 
especially in the upper compartment, where they are repre- 
sented as being driven off to their pasture. A vulture closely 
allied to Gyps tenuirostris was also specially alluded to. He 
exhibited casts from the armlet and sword-scabbard of one of 
the kings, in which animals form the ornament; and also a 
wood-engraving from ivories from Assyria, in the same collec- 
tion, drawn by Mr. Prentis, and most admirably engraved in 
wood by Mr. Thompson from Mr. Prentis’s drawings. 

Entomotocicat Society or Lonpon.—17, Old Bond-street, 
Monday, G. R. Waterhouse, Esq., President, in the chair.— 
Various interesting communications were read by Mr. E. 
Doubleday, the secretary, and specimens of new or rare British 
insects were exhibited by Mr. J. W. Douglas, De Vigne, and 
others. Mr. W. Wilson Saunders described and exhibited a 
very handsome series of rare Erycinide (a group of butterflies 
shortly to be figured in Doubleday and Hewitson’s magnificent 
“Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera’). Mr. J. O. Westwood 
made some interesting remarks on Coccide, and on a new 
British genus of Poduride, Captain F. Parry exhibited some 
interesting varieties of the splendid African beetles, Goliathus. 
Mr. A. White exhibited and made remarks on a singular lid- 
nest of a spider from Jamaica, and referred to the nests of 
spiders generally : he exhibited a specimen of the rare Vellenis 
—a beetle taken by Mr. Whittingham, in Epping Forest, 
crawling into a rotten willow. Mr. Westwood made additions 
to this communication, and mentioned Professor Henslow’s 
having got the larve of Velleius; these make the third and 
fourth captures of this hitherto rare Staphylinus in the British 
islands. A.W. 


THE BAYEUX TAPESTRY. 


The attendants upon William are three in number, armed, in 
the same manner in which they were previously depicted, with 
kite-shaped shields, and lances over their shoulders, A tree 
again shows the end of that division of the subject. 

Whatever may have been the reason why this object should 
have been selected to mark the termination of an action we 
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know not, but the use of it for that purpose is of great an- 
tiquity, as we find it similarly employed in the columns of 
Trajan and Antonine, 

In the upper border there is represented a rude depiction of 
camels, lions, and peacocks. The former animal was at one 
time used by the Asiatics in war, and was first seen by the 
Romans in the army of Antiochus ; as a beast of burden in the 
East it is invaluable. In 1236 one was presented to our 
Henry III. The figure of a lion was a very favourite or- 


nament, and was applied to véry varied purposes. Edward | 


Mortimer, Earl of March, and Sir John Cobham, of Hever, 
leave in their wills, the former, a large bed of black satin, em- 
broidered with white lions and gold roses; and the latter, a 
red bed embroidered with lions. William of Wykeham also 
leaves to the Church of Winchester a new vestment of blue 
cloth, striped and embroidered with lions of gold. 

The peacock, from the beauty of its plumage, was much 
sought after as an ornament to the aviary when first brought 
to Europe. In later times it was the custom at festivals to 
offer a peacock to a prince or nobleman to make a vow upon. 
It was for that purpose roasted, ornamented with its finest 
feathers, its comb gilt, and brought in with the last course, 
or by its itself, on a gold or silver dish, and borne on high by 
him who carried it. 

The next part of the tapestry represents William, after re- 
ceiving Harold, conducting him to his own palace. ‘The legend 
is, ‘‘ Hic dux Wilgelm cum Haroldo venit ad palatium suum” — 
Here Duke William comes with Harold to his palace. The 
straight line over the letter u in the words palatin and suu, 
denotes the omission of the letter m, This mark is well known to 
readers of ancient inscriptions, and appears, with other marks, 
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to have been used to suit the convenience of the writer when 
he was limited in space. The varied spelling of the same word 
in the same inscription is also of very common occurrence : 
here we observe Willielmus, Wilgelmus, Willelmus, &c., de- 
signating one individual, and differing in the spelling with- 
out any assignable cause, unless we suppose a different hand 


wrought each legend, and spelt the word according to his own |

fashion. It was many centuries 
workmanship that the orthography even of proper names was 
firmly settled. 

The dogs of Harold precede the company; then follows 
William, who is apparently making a signal to a sentinel who 
is upon a tower in front of the palace. Harold follows William 
with the hawk on his fist; behind are two attendants with 
lances on their shoulders, but without shields. The march of 
these personages has nothing remarkable in it. We now 
arrive at a tower, which by some is supposed to represent the 
gate of the city to which Harold was taken, and which Wil- 
liam of Poitiers informs us was Rouen, the capital of William’s 
duchy ; most probably, however, it is meant to show the out- 
side of the palace. The door has a semicircular arch, and the 
whole representation is similar to that which is frequently 
seen in the manuscripts of the ninth, tenth, and eleventh cen- 
turies, the architectural details being the same. The designer 
meant us to understand by the introduction of the arcade of 
seventeen arches that the building was of great size and mag- 
nificence, this being the only mode which he had of conveying 
the information, Within this palace Duke William is seated 
with his sword in his hand, the point resting on the ground, 
giving audience to Harold. The chair of state of the duke 
differs from those which we haye seen in the other parts of the

habited desert of the interior, the smiling terraces and fertile 
valleys of Natal. From the level of the sea to the ridge line of 
its western boundary, a succession of step-like terraces, to the 
elevation of 4500 feet, enjoy climates according to height, of 
every character and unmatched in salubrity, from that 
of the tropics to those of Italy, of France, of England, 
and of Scotland. In a short day’s journey it would be 
possible to remove from a country producing cotton, 
sugar-cane, and the delightful banana fruit, to where the Indian 
corn, and tobacco might be cultivated extensively, and from 
this, to where, the grain, the vegetables and the fruit of Britain 
are produced luxuriantly, Innumerable streams, in almost 
parallel valleys, unlike most other African rivers, are perennial

turist’s chief study must be to so discipline his mind, that the 
plenty and ease of production enjoyed by the country, do not 
seduce him into habits of idleness and indulgence. 

Two peoples, in the small field of contemplation, we have 
selected from the present history of the world, have thus been 
shown to be placed by circumstances, in possession of two 
countries very differently situated, and of very different cha- 
racters. If gold will stimulate the Anglo-Saxon of the other 
hemisphere, we of the old world have the cotton-growing cz@ 
pability of Natal to excite us to enterprise and action. Ma- 
nufacturers as we are, however, to us, our destiny seems more 
clearly indicated, than does that ef our American brethren, 
but whose hostility could in one year, by cutting off our pre- 
sent supply of cotton from their southern States, most 
ruinously affect both our commercial and labouring interests. 
So far then the comparison of gifts must be determined in fe- 
vour of England, especially when the present condition of 
Spain the first possessor ofthe gold mines of Mexico, and of 
Portugal that first discovered the gold mines of South Africa, 
are also received into the consideration of oursubject. It accords 
also with the history of other nations, and the experience of 
wise observers of human nature, that gold has ever been a fatal 
gift to man, and no lesson is more instructive than that oon- 
veyed by Muley Hassan, Emperor of Morocco, to the King of 
Tunis, who made him captive, but offered to restore to him his 
kingdom if he would inform him how to convert stones to gold, 
a secret which Hassan had the reputation of possessing. The 
contract being duly subscribed and Hassan in possession of his 
throne, he sent the King of Tunis a plough, and a philosophical 
letter tothe effect, that he knew of no other means of effecting that 
monarch’s desire with so much justice to his people or benefit 
to his own fame, than by the proper cultivation of his country 
and by desisting from the continual agitation of war with his 
neighbours, which he indulged in for the acquisition of wealth 
by other than by fair and honourable exertions.

THE CHARGE OF PERJURY AGAINST THE MARQUIS OF 
CHANDOS. 

Court or QuEEN’S BrNncu, Wednesday, Feb. 14.—(Sittings at Nisi Prius 
after Term, at Westminster, before Lord Chief Justice Denman and Special 
Juries.)—THE QUEEN 0. THE Marquis OF CHANDOS.—This case, which 
had' been set down for trial for the two last days, has excited considerable 
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interest from the gravamen of the charge made against the noble defendant, 
arising from the late exceedingly painful circumstances connected with 
the noble house of Buckingham. But there was, finally, no prosecution | 
The jury handed down their verdict of ** Not guilty,” upon which the 
Marquis of Chandos, having shaken hands with his counsel, immediately 
withdrew from the court. 

MIDDLESEX Sgssions.—The February adjourned sessions commenced on 
Tuesday, at the Court-house on Clerkenwell-green, before Mr. Witham, 
who presided in the absence of Mr, Sergeant Adams, and a bench of 
magistrates. The calendar contains the names of seventy-one prisoners, all 
of whom, with the exception of fiye, are charged with felonies. Of these, 
thirteen were described as able to read, thirty-four as able to read and write 
imperfectly, one had received a superior education, and twenty-three, or 
nearly one-half of the whole number, had received none at all, 


MURDER OF A WIFE. 
At Marlborough-street, John Manley, the Irishman charged with having 
kicked his wife to death, was brought up for final examination.—It will be 
recollected that the witnesses proved, on the first examination, that the 
prisoner had been in the habit of ill using his wife, that he had given her 
two black eyes a short time ago, and that on the Saturday previous to her 


murder he had stated publicly that he would either be the death of her or | 


leave her, The wife, who was turned ont by her husband, went and passed 
the night in the room of an upstairs lodger named Elizabeth Gurdon. In 
the morning the prisoner burst in the door, and dragged his wife out of bed 
by the heels, lifted her up by the shoulders, dashed her head repeatedly on 
the floor, and finished hy kicking her with his heavy shoes about the head. 
The wife died under this brutal treatment without having uttered a word. 
These particulars were deposed to by various witnesses, and the prisoner 
was remanded for a few days to give time for an inquest to be held. The 
inquest was held accordingly, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Man- 
slaughter.” Additional evidence Was subsequently brought forward, and 
Mr. Hardwick committed the prisoner to take his trial for wilful murder, 
ROBBERY, WITH PERSONAL VIOLENCE. 

At Westminster, William Cullen, George Digley, and Francis Pike, three 
determined-looking young fellows, were charged with a daring burglary at 
the residence of Mr. John Waller, 13, Stamford-villas, Fulham-road, with 
personal violence to the proprietor,—The police produced a certificate from 
a medical gentleman to show that Mr. Waller, in consequence of the injuries 
he had yeeejived, was unable to Jeave his room. He was awoke by a man 
entering his sleeping apartment at about three o’clock on Saturday morning, 
and, on jumping out of bed, was wounded in the head with some heavy 
blunt instrument (supposed to be a life-preserver, as it is termed), after 
which his assailants e-caped.—A great deal of corroborative evidence having 
been adduced, the prisoners contented themselves with denying that they 
had been together on Saturday morning.—Mr. Broderip remanded them. 

A FOREIGN APPARITION. 

At Marylebone, a foreigner, who could not speak a word of English, and 
who had a coarse sack wrapped around him from head to foot, was brought 
up by a police constable, who, at twelve o’clock at night, saw the prisoner 
come out of No. 18, Avenue-road, St John’s-wood, the said dwelling being 
at present taken care of by some parties until it can be let. He (prisoner) 
walked with a slow and stately step, at the same time making an unearthly 
noise with his mouth; and, from the grotesque appearance which he 
exhibited, he caused witness to start, not knowing at first what the form 
could be.—Mr. Broughton: You thought it was a ghost, did you not ?— 
Witness: Some people might well have imagined so, your worship, but I 
don’t believe in supernatural beings.—The prisoner was remanded till next 
Monday, in order that some inquiry may be made into the state of his mind.

For the rest, we cannot do better 
than quote the account of this, the first Ball of the Season, 
given in the Gentleman’s Gazette and Bombay Daily Advertiser 
of the 27th of September last. The writer says:— 


‘‘The distant reader may imagine a large, well-proportioned 
saloon, 115 feet in length by ninety feet in breadth, and nearly 
twenty feet in height, with numerous lustres suspended from the 
ceiling—a profusion of candelabra arranged in the midst of bouquets 
of flowers.on pier-tables—and argand lamps on the wall around. 
The tout ensemble seemed enchanting; for, independent of the 
beautiful paintings and pictures which diversified the scene, the 
panorama was reflected in a thousand shapes by the superb mirrors, 
which, as it were, repeated the forms of the light and lovely fair of 
our Presidency while moving gracefully in the merry dance, or 
sauntering in groups through the spacious apartment. 

‘‘The wide street in front of the principal entrance was illumi- 
nated by three conical pillars adorned with lamps.

AUSTRIA.—THE WAR IN HunGARyY.—VIENNA.—The news of 
the fall of Leopoldstadt and Essegg was made public’on the 4th inst. 
at Vienna in a twenty-first bulletin. By Marshal Welden the nets 
are being drawn closer and closer around the rebels, and they are 
losing ground from day to day. Since the last proclamation of the 
marshal above 2000 muskets have been delivered up. It must be 
supposed, from such a vast quantity of weapons having been con- 
cealed, notwithstanding the repeated warnings of the governor, 
that an attempt to disturb the peace of the city was at some future 
time to have been carried out. If so, it would, under the circum- 
stances, be one of the most hair-brained ideas that ever entered 
into the mind of man, for there cannot be the least doubt that 
Welden would rather reduce the city to a heap of ruins than suffer 
a repetition of the scenes of last year ! 

BrERLIN.—Kossuth has been at Berlin since the 8th. 

Saxony.—The Second Chamber of the States-General has been 
occupied with the affair of Robert Blum. It unanimously adopted 
a motion for the immediate recal of the Saxon Minister at Vienna, 
who had failed in his duty of attempting to save the life of the 
deputy of Leipsic. We refer to this in our “‘ Table Talk.” 

Turkry.—The new Viceroy of Egypt, Abbas Pasha, had ar- 
rived at Constantinople. He was received‘in-a:solemn audience 
by the Sultan, and officially invested by him with the government 
of Egypt. Abbas Pasha holds the rank of Grand Vizier, and his 
eldest son, who is eleven years of age, is invested with the rank of 
brigadier-general. In consequence of the severe and most unusual 
cold weather, three persons have been frozen to death ‘in the 
neighbourhood of Constantinople. 


IRELAND. 


Dus.iin.—Mr. Blunt is expected in Kingstown, to com- 
mence operations with regard to the electric telegraph between 
Dublin and Holyhead. The Lords of the Admiralty have given 
the necessary directions to Mr. Hutchinson, the harbour-master at 
Kingstown, to confer with Mr. Blunt, and afford him all needful 
assistance in determining the most convenient spot for the terminus 
of the wires. 


The Lord Lieutenant and Countess of Clarendon gave a 
grand dinner, on Tuesday evening, at the castle. 


A return of all persons who have been committed to, or 
detained in, prison in Ireland since the passing of the HABEAS 
Corpus Suspension Act, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant or 
Chief Secretary, for high treason or treasonable practices, or sus- 
picion thereof, has been printed by order of the House of Commons. 
It appears that from the 26th of July, 1848, the date of the first 
warrant, to the 18th of December, 118 persons have been com- 
mitted to prison ; of these, 88 were discharged on bail, and the 
remainder are still in custody.

ONSIDERABLE anxiety 


begins to prevail on the subject 
of the Arctic expedition. Lady 
Franklin, with all the fervour 
of a devoted wife, is at present 
engaged in a pious pilgrimage 
to the ports whence the whale- 
ships are likely to proceed to 
Davis’s Straits, with a view to 
plead her anxieties and dis- 
tresses, and to animate the 
daring and generous com- 
manders of these ships in her 
cause. Lady Franklin has al- 
ready visited Hull, and there 
we believe that her ladyship 
was received with much enthu- 
siasm, and that the strongest 
desire was manifected by the masters, and others connected with 
the whale-ships, not only to carry out any instructions or wishes 
that may be conveyed to them from Government, but are also 
themselves disposed to undertake certain measures in connection 
with the usual objects of their voyage for affording succour or 
gaining information respecting the missing ships. 

Of the two volumes recently published of the works of the 
Cavendish Society, the first is devoted to a series of reports and 
memoirs, some of which, as those on atomic volume and isomor- 
phism, relate to the most abstruse points of science; whilst others 
refer to practical questions of universal importance. The most 
valuable of these is a memoir, by M. Regnault, upon “the latent 
heat of steam at different pressures.”” The paper upon this subject 
is extracted from a series of researches, undertaken and published 
at the desire of the late French Government, by one of the ablest 
and most accurate experimental philosophers now living.

If a man (says Archbishop Tillotson) by a vast and im- 
perious mind, anda heart large as the sand upon the sea-shore (as 
it is said of Solomon), could command all the knowledge of nature 
and art, of words and things—could attain to a mastery in all lan- 
guages, and sound the depths of all arts and sciences, measure the 
earth and the heaven, and tell the stars, and declare their order 
and motions--could discourse of the interests of all states, the in- 
trigues of all courts, the reason of all civil laws and constitutions, 
and give an account of the history of all ages—and yet should, in 
the meantime, be destitute of the knowledge of God and Christ, and 
his duty, all this would be but an impertinent vanity, and a more 
glittering kind of ignorance; andsuch a man (like the philosopher 
who, whilst he was gazing upon the stars, fell into the ditch) 
would but—sapienter descendere in infernum—be undone, with all 
this knowledge, and, with a great deal of wisdom, go down to hell. 


The coal from Vancouver’s Island resembles much in 
appearance Newcastle coals, has a black glossy surface, and oreaks 
easily; earthy matter is found running in lines throughit.

The 
daily papers and works of interest are supplied by Messrs. Marshall 
and Sons, to whom the department is confided, at the nominal 
charge of a penny. This is an arrangement of great utility, and 
one of which the public will not fail to make frequent use.

The wealth of a country may be described in one word— 
itis Labour. The sinews of‘a nation are the sinews of men, and a 
man’s fortune is his industry. A man, in return for his labour, 
requires a certain amount of food, of clothes, of coals, &c. It 
matters not to him whether you give him 14s. a week to purchase 
these with, or twice l4s., if the latter sum will only obtain for him 
the supply of these necessaries. If Whittington’s dream had been 
realised, and he had found London paved with gold, he would have 
felt the pavement as hard to sleep upon. His industry was his 
wealth; and the industry of a population always will be the best 
security for the riches of a country. 


Mr. Fergusson’s views on the subject of the Holy Sepulchre, 
as stated at the Institute of Architects, may be summed up thus : 
namely, that the building known as the Mosque of Omar is, in 
truth, the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, and that what is called 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, and was burnt in 1808, was a 
building not earlier than the twelfth century. His principal reasons 
for the first part of this belief are, that the so-called Mosque of 
Omar is unquestionably a circular Christian building of the time of 
Constantine, and is built over a rock standing up fifteen feet from 
the floor, with a cave in it; further, that it could not have been a 
mosque, its shape and arrangements being contrary to the require- 
ments of the religion. 


The present taxation being, for the most part (says Mr. 
Matson), upon the necessaries of life, instead of the realised capital, 
of the country, is the cause of the distress; and the amount, 
although enormously heavy—being £3. 10s. per head for every 
man, woman, and child in this island (including local as well as 
national taxation)—might be borne were it placed’ upon each 
individual, according to his or her circumstances, instead of being 
ee food and upon articles which prevent the employment of 
abour. 

An American paper states that the California emigrant, by 
taking the route from Houston to Chihuahua, has a distance of but 
700 or 750 miles to travel, on a good waggon road, to reach Chi- 
huahua; while, on the Santa Fe route, the distance from the nearest 
navigable point on the Missouri to Santa Fe, according to Dr. Greg, 
who travelled the route six times, is 770 miles. The distance from 
Santa Fe to Chihuahua is 440 miles, making the entire distance by 
land, from Independence, in Missouri, to Chihuahua, 1210 miles 
full 400 miles farther than the route from Houston to Chihuahua. 
There is also this advantage, that the route from Houston pos- 
sesses: it is entirely free from snow and ice one or two months 
before the Santa Fe trace is open ; and emigrants by this route can 
find an abundance of pasturage, while the Santa Fe road is buried 
one or two feet deep in snow. The road from Chihuahua to Cali- 
fornia also possesses this advantage—it is so far to the south that it 
can be traversed in winter, and it has been the thoroughfare of 
Mexican and Spanish caravans for half a century.

Ample supplies of water everywhere are to be insisted on 
by the Central Board of Health. 


There is a new printing telegraph, on the hydraulic 
principle, the invention of Mr. W. H. French, of Cardiff, which, for 
simplicity and certainty, is admirable. Without the use of any 
arbitrary signs, or the necessity of receiving answers from the 
various stations as to whether or not a message can be understood, 
a communication can be made, at the will of the operator, to one, 
two, three, or a dozen stations on the main line or branches of a 
given district of country, which will be legibly printed on a slip of 
paper, something like the column of a newspaper, to any length; or 
a conversation can be carried on on the same paper between two 
points—the intermediate stations, by a simple contrivance, being 
thrown out of the line of communication. 


A letter has been received in town from Cabrera, of a 
later date than any hitherto published, which sets at rest the story 
of his death, as so generally rumoured.

Instead of 
making proiit by it he was compelled to sell the lot for cart-grease, 
reserving only a print or two for identification, if a similar attempt 
should be made. The prisoners were fined 40s. each.

DESCRIPTION OF THE 
ENGRAVINGS. 

Fig. 1. Ball or Full Even- 
ing Dress.— We recommend 
this beautiful and becom- 
ing costume to the especial 
attention of our fairreaders. 
As the season of fancy 
dress balls is now approach- 
ing, it. may appropriately 
be worn in the character of 
Ceres. For ordinary even- 
ing or ball costume, its ele- 
gant and classic. simplicity 
cannot fail to elicit general 
approval. The dress con- 
sists of a double robe of 
white crape over a white 
satin slip. The skirt of 
the lower crape_ robe, 
which is simply hemmed 
at the bottom, has a trim- 
ming up each side of the 
front composed of bouillon- 
nées of crape run horizon- 
tally. These bouillonnées 
become gradually narrow 
from the bottom upwards, 
and are ranged in groups, 
three together, separated 
by small wreaths of wheat- 
ears and corn-flowers, made 
of straw. ‘The upper robe 
is edged by a single broad 
bouillonnée of crape, with 
pipings of white satin over 
the drawings. This trim- 
ming becomes narrower to 
wards the front of the 
robe, which is gathered up 
at each side so as to forma 
small festoon in front. At 
the points where the upper 
robe forms the festoon, the 
bouillonnée trimming of 
the under robe is carried 
over it, and is finished by 
a very small wreath of 
wheat-ears and corn- 
flowers. The corsage is 
pointed at the waist, and 
trimmed in front with two 
bouillonnées, with satin 


pipings which pass from 
the shoulders and termi- 
nate in a point a little 
above the waist. Short 
sleeves, finished with three 
horizontal . bouillonnées.

GENERAL CHANGARNIER. 

General Changarnier, like almost all the generals of France, has 

proved himself equal to the high station in which he has been 

laced as Commander of the National Guard of Paris, and General- 
in-Chief of the troops of the first military division. The trying exi- 
gencies of the times have found him deficient in none of the qualities 
which were so requisite. And it is mainly to his forethought, pru- 
dence, and firmness, that Paris has been spared a repetition of the 
sad events of last July. The wise disposition of the troops, and his 
own character for determination, overawed the would-be insurgents: 
they fully believed that he would fulfil his threat, that those who 
took up the stones from the pavement to form barricades should 
never live to put them down again, and abstained from their 
attempt. 

The place usually occupied by General Changarnier in the 
National Assembly is in the very midst of the Mountain. What 
was at first an accident has very probably grown into a habit; but 
So 1t 1s, that the Conservative general sits on one of the highest 
benches, and amongst those who certainly do not look upon him 
with a very favourable eye, and perhaps consider him as an intruder. 
The other day a friend of the general good-humouredly remon- 
strated on so eccentric a choice. ‘‘ Why, the fact is,’’ said. Chan- 
garnier, ‘‘ Iam perfectly d mon aise. To be sure, I don’t hear a 
single word of what passes in the Chamber at such a distance, nor 
do I catch a sentence of what our friends, the orators of the tribune, 
happen to say, particularly when those about me make a noise. 
But I pass my time in doing a good deal of my bureau business, 
and from the centre of the Mountain I despatch my orders to the 
different commanding officers. I don’t even often comprehend the 
subject of the debate, but when any extraordinary incident takes 
place I look at my friends around me: if they cheer or applaud, 
I am silent; if they are silent or look sulky, I know that some- 
thing good must have been said, and I cheer lustily. Whenever 
the voting comes on, if I see the lads of the Mountain take a blue 
card, I take a white one; and if they take a white I take a blue 
one, and so on—so that you see, though I am ignorant of what is 
passing, I am always sure to be right.’”” This naive avowal of the 
parliamentary tactics of the old African exceedingly amused his 
auditors, and none joined more heartily than the “‘ lads of the Moun- 
tain” in the merriment excited by it, 

The contemplated reduction of the Garde Mobile from twenty-five 
to twelve battalions, and the future regulations with regard to pay 
and discipline, made some of the officers, as well as privates, 
extremely discontented, and a large mutiny was arranged to take 
place in the Champs Elysées. General Changarnier, learning this, 
sent for the principal officers and harangued them on the impro- 
priety as well as the folly of such a meeting. ‘I hear,” was his 
stern address, ‘‘ that the Garde Mobile is discontented; that it is 
to assemble to-morrow in the large opening in the Champs Elysées, 
But let it beware what it does. If it stirs I will have it cut to 
pieces.” A young officer, M. Aladenize, enraged at this address, 
declared to the general thathe resigned his commission, and, breaking 
his sword, threw it at Changarnier’s feet. 
such a silly display of bravado was the instant arrest of the offender, 
who was taken to the Abbaye. The firmness of the general has 
prevented any outbreak, About a fortnight since, General Chan- 
garnier met with an accident which might have been attended with 
a fatal result. One of his pistols had remained charged for nearly 
five months; his servant directed his attention to the circumstance, 
stating the danger which might accrue if it continued in that state. 
The general immediately took it up and fired it. From the length 
of time that the weapon had been loaded, the recoil was so great 
that the pistol escaped from the general’s hand and struck him on 
the forehead. 


NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
METROPOLITAN. 


THE Fire 1n LAMB-sTREET, SPITALFIELDS.—We this 
week give an ILLUSTRATION (see page 97) of one of those lament- 
able occurrences.which are but of too frequent repetition in this 
metropolis. We should strongly advise that in all new construc. 
tions balconies be so placed as to permit escape to the neighbouring 
houses—that is, balconies in front of each floor, with low division- 
walls. In the present instance the sacrifice of human life has been 
dreadful, and there would appear to have been little if any chance 
of escape. The jury empanelled to inquire into the deaths of the 
five unfortunate persons who perished in this fire on Thursday 
night (last week) assembled at the Ten Bells Tavern, Spitalfields, 
for the purpose of proceeding with the investigation. The court 
having been opened in the usual form, William Sutton, the brother 
of one of the deceased, was examined for the purpose of identifying 
the body. He recognised it by a part of the clothing which re- 
mained, but could not recognise the body of his brother’s child nor 
of his wife.—William Blake, a police-constable, stated that on 
Thursday night last, at a quarter to eleven, he was at the corner of 
Lamb-street. His attention was drawn to the house No, 34 bya 
volume of smoke proceeding from it, and almost immediately a man 
ran out and gave an alarm of fire. He went to the spot, passing 
the man as he did so. 


He did not speak, nor should witness know 
him again. He was dressed, but had no hat. Witness went inside, 
but saw no flame. Some other particulars were adduced by the 
constable, amidst much interruption from an over-busy juryman 
named Marks.—Thomas Newland, a draper’s assistant, stated that 
he occupied the top floor of the house No. 34, Lamb-street. There 
were two floors between the top and the ground floor. The top 
floor is a single room, but the others consisted of two rooms each, 
On Thursday night, at about eleven o’clock, he was sitting at 
supper, and his wife was undressing the child. A smell arose as if 
some human hair was burning. Thinking that it might be in the 
room, they looked on the floor. The smell rapidly increased. At 
that moment the door-bell rang, but not violently, and Mr. Sutton, 
who occupied the rooms under Witness, went down as if to answer 
it, but ran up again, calling out, « Caroline, come down directly, 
there is a fire.”” The policeman’s rattle then sprang, and witness’s 
wife pushed the child into his arms; he desired her not to lose a 
moment in following him. She went to the window as if to look 
out, apparently not thinking that the fire was in the house. He 
ran down stairs past Mr. Sutton, who was calling his wife, and 
gave his child to Mr. Farr, a grocer. Cannot form any idea as to 
who the person was who first issued from the house. He found 
the front door open, but thought Mr. Sutton had opened it. There 
was no person in the house who could have run away on the first 
alarm. The shop belonged to Mr. M‘Kellar, who slept on the first 
floor. He was, in fact, the landlord of the house. Has seen Mr. 


The natural result of 
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M‘Kellar since. Believes that he was not on the premises when 
the fire occurred. Mr. M‘Kellar’s brother was in the house at half- 
past nine the same evening. Has seen the brother since. Saw 
both the M‘Kellar’s in Mr. Oakley’s parlour whilst the fire was 
burning. Mr. M‘Kellar exclaimed, “Oh dear, it is a very shocking 
thing.”” Has had no communication with M‘Kellar on the subject 
of the fire. The fire commenced in the back parlour next the shop. 
That parlour was under the staircase. Saw the flames through the 
crevices as he passed down with his child. The policeman put his 
foot against the partition which separated the shop from the parlour, 
and nearly the whole of it fell down at once, and the flames instantly 
spread round the whole shop. It was quite impossible to ascend 
the stairs after that. It would have been a sacrifice of life without 
any advantage to the people up stairs, There is gas laid on to the 
premises by the Commercial Company. Heard no explosion; had 
there been any he must have heardit..

Upwards of £291,386 was then invested with 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt: this 
amount has since risen to £295,886. 3s. 8d. The continued 
evidence thus afforded of the disposition of the working classes to 
provide against the casualties of life will prove a source of grati- 
fication to all reflecting minds; and it may, indeed, be hoped that 
this provident disposition has its influence in improving the 
character and conduct, materially contributing to this class of 
workmen being the last to be discharged whenever establishments 
are reduced from scarcity of work. 


Lonpon Freer Hosprrau.—At the close of last week 
the annual general meeting of the governors of this charity was 
held at the Freemasons’ Tavern, Great Queen-street, Mr. Deputy 
Corney in the chair. The minutes of all the meetings in the year 
1848 having been read, were, after some discussion, contirmed. 
Dr. Tweddie then proceeded to read the annual report of the pro- 
ceedings and condition of the institution. From the 3lst of Decem- 
ber, 1847, to the 3lst of December, 1848, the number of patients 
amounted to 1419, and of these 1128 were dismissed cured, 221 
died, and 61 remained under treatment. The total number of 
patients admitted since the foundation {of the hospitai was 19,881. 
The annual income of the institution from all sources was 
£2761. 10s. 10d., and the‘expenditure to £2037. 1s. 1ld., leaving a 
balance in the hands of the trustees of £454. 10s. 11d. 


LAUNCH or A STEAMER.—The Ganges, a splendid steam- 
vessel of 1200 tons burden, built for the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company by Mr. Pitcher, was launched from his 
dockyard at Northfleet last week. The day was remarkably pro- 
pitious, and a large number of visitors assembled to witness the 
interesting spectacle. The vessel went off in magnificent style, 
and all the judges present were unanimous in pronouncing the 
highest eulogiums upon her. Two steamers were in readiness to 
take the vessel at once to the East India Docks, where she is to 
receive her engines, which are being constructed by Messrs. Miller, 
Ravenhill, and Co., of Blackwall.

THe ATTEMPTED Murpsr AND RosBEryY AT LEEDS. 
Rawson and Spooner; the two shoetakers charged with attempting 
the murder and robbery of John Sims, at Leeds, the particulars of 
which appeared in our last week’s joutnal, have beeti committed for 
trial at the assizes—Rawsoni for assaulting the prosecutor, with 
intent to rob or disable him, or both; and Spooner for being an 
accessory before the fact. A man named Orange, implicated in 
some degree by the statements of the prisoners, was discharged: 


Brecon.—THE CwmGoopy MurpER.—James Griffiths, 
charged with the murder of his fellow-servant, by cleaving his skull 
with an axe at Cwmgoody, artived at Brecon gaol, iii the custody of 
Superintendent Stephens and Mr. Johnson, governor of Ipswich 
gaol. They travelled by the London mail to Oriékhowell, wheré 
they got into a fly, in order to avoid the pressure of the crowds of 
people who were waiting the arrival of the mail in thé streets of 
Brecon, but who had nearly all dispersed when they drove i shortly 
after the mail. The prisoner was then taken direct to the county 
gaol. His demeanour was perfectly cool atid even cheerful, though 
free from all asstmption of bravado or swaggering. He says he 
was seventeen years of age last Christmas, and states that he is 
illegitimate, born in the parish of Stanton-upon-Arrow, Hereford- 
shite. The prisoner has a rather smiling countenance when spoken 
to, with a slight Herefordshire accent, and appears an ‘intelligent 
young mati. On Saturday last he was committed to take his trial 
on the capital charge. 


THe Murper near Brigutron.—At one o’clock on 
Monday, F. H: Gell, Esq., coroner for East Sussex, arrived from 
Lewes at Piecombe, for the purpose of resuming thé inqtiest on 
the body of Mr. George Stonhouse Griffith, the brewer, of Brighton, 
an account of whose murder has already appeared in our columns.

A great portion of the examination was 
directed against a suggestion of the possibility of the case being 
one of suicide, whieh had grown up into a rumour; and was by 
many believed to be a solution of the case. The evidence would 
appear to have completely removed this suspicion. 


ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


ImpuDENT RopBpery.—On Saturday evening last, about 
half-past eight o’clock, while Mr. Sheppard, postmaster, draper, 
&e., Exmouth, was absent at chapel with his family, some thieves 
forced an entrance at the street door, and, proceeding up stairs, 
completely ransacked the contents of two bedrooms, dressing-cases, 
toilet articles, &c., being broken up. Down stairs some plate was 
taken away, but the plated articles left. The value of the property 
stolen is about £35, comprising a lady’s gold watch, a pair of 
bracelets, a pair of long gold embossed earrings, a large cornelian 
brooch, set in gold; a neck-chain, with a small cornelian cross; a 
gold ring, circled with blue stones; a bracelet; brooches; a silver 
cream-jug, with an inscription of presentation to Mr. Sheppard by 
the Teetotal Society; spoons, &c. Information of the daring act 
was at once telegraphed from the Starcross station to Exeter, but 
up to this time no clue has been obtained. Fortunately the thieves 
did not enter the post-office, where a cash-box, containing gold, 
notes, and cheques to the amount of £130, was deposited. 


A Woman ACCIDENTALLY STRANGLED.--MANCHESTER. 
On Saturday last, about six o’clock in the morning, Jane Thomas, 
aged nineteen, when going to work to the factory of Messrs. Mills 
and Lees, Waterhead-mill, went into the boiler-house to put her 
can of coffee to keep warm for breakfast, and, passing the coal- 
hopper, the shaft caught her shawl or handkerchief, and strangled 
her instantly, She was found immediately after, in a sitting pos- 
ture, quite dead. She had no bruises or external signs of injury. 


ACCIDENT ON THE EDINBURGH AND GLASGOW 
Rattway.—A few days ago, when the two o’clock passenger train 
from Edinburgh came within a mile anda half of Bishopbrigg’s 
station, a strange unsteady motion of the carriages was felt for a 
few hundred yards, followed by repeated loud whistles from the 
engine, and speedily the train came to a dead halt. It was then 
ascertained that one of the four driving wheels had entirely lost its 
tire—that the engine was off the rails, and had been for a consider- 
able distance—and that on the off side the main crank was com- 
pletely snapt through. Immediately a messenger was despatched 
to Cowlairs for an engine, and information sent back to Kirkin- 
tilloch station of what had occurred, so as to prevent any collision. 
Within half an hour the engine from Cowlairs arrrived, bringing a 
large body of workmen to assist in clearing the line. Great credit 
is due to the engine-driver and the guards for their promptitude. 


TweELVE Houses Burnr Down at TivErRtTon.— 
A few evenings since the inhabitants of Tiverton were alarmed 
by an announcement of fire, when it was soon discovered 
to have broken out in a house at Westexe, in the occu- 
pation of a butcher named Holmes, which soon communicated to 
the adjoining houses at the rear, up a court, and was not got under 
until nearly twelve o’clock, by which time it had totally destroyed 
twelve or fourteen houses, all thatched but one, and occupied by 
people of the poorer class. 


Murper at Hutu.—Tur SupposeD MurpErer.—At 
Hull an inquest has been held upon the body of William Hutton, 
navigator, aged twenty-four years.—Charles Walker, of Green-lane, 
gardener, deposed that, about two o’clock in the afternoon, he was 
on the Barmston Drain-bank, above the wooden bridge, and between 
it and the first brick bridge, when he saw the body of the deceased 
floating with the stream towards the harbour, the face upwards, 
He gave an alarm, and the police got the deceased out, and found 
that his hands were tied behind Hh peN Hutton, labourer, 
deposed that the body was that of his son, William Hutton, aged 
twenty-four years. He had been missing ten weeks last Saturday 
night. Witness last saw him in George-street, on that Saturday; 
about four o’clock in the afternoon. He had 18s. or 19s. in his fob. 

The fob was found empty, and cut open.]—A medical gentleman 
{tr Munroe) who had made a post-mortem examination of the 
body, deposed that it was much decomposed, having been some 
weeks in the water, and that he found extensive marks of violence 
on the upper part of the face, which, on being examined, showed 
that the left side of the nasal bone had been fractured; on further 
examination of the head he found appearances which satisfied him 
that there had been a considerable blow on the nose, and also on 
the back part of the head; he was thoroughly convinced that death 
had been caused by these means before the body had been in the 
water. The arms were tied behind the back by the wrists with 
strong cord, like sash-line. The appearance induced him to believe 
that the hands had been so tied after death.—The inquest was 
adjourned, and subsequently a man named Thomas Armytage 
Scales was taken before the magistrates on suspicion of being the 
murderer, and he has been remanded until further inquiries have 
been completed. 


FaTraL ACCIDENT ON THE CALEDONIAN RAILWAY.— 
Five Lives Lost.—A dreadful accident occurred on the Caledonian 
Railway on Saturday night last, by which five lives have been lost. 
The following statement is by Mr. Councillor Drummond, of Carlisle, 
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who was one of the passengers in the train, but happily escaped :— 
‘* The mail train left Carlisle at twenty-five minutes to ten o’clock. 
When about four miles on our way, felt, by the violent shaking 
and bumping of our carriage, that it was off the rail. The engine was 
almost immediately stopped. My friend and I got out by the window 
of our carriage, and found that we had been disconnected from the 
carriage in our rear, and some of those along with the post-office 
had upset over the bank, which is about twelve feet high. Those 
who were able immediately proceeded to see what damage was 
done, and found that the carriage which was next to ours had been 
broken to pieces and completely upset, and the post-office carriage 
resting on the top of the far side of it. We soon saw that many of 
the passengers who had occupied it were dreadfully hurt, and 
several were under it. Steps weré immediately taken to get 
them removed; when it was found that four men were dead, and 
several others in a fearful state; one of them died in Carlisle In- 
firmary soon after being taken there. One man, who had lost his 
foot, had to get his leg amptitated below the knee. Poor fellow! 
he stood it with great firmness. Many others were more or less 
hurt, and were removed to the houses of: friends. There was only 
otie lady in the traiti, going to Perth, who fortunately escaped un- 
hurt, though She was in the carriage next to the post-office, and 
went over the bank. A messenger was sent back to Carlisle for 
assistance and medical aid, and nearly all the passengers had re- 
turned before twelve o’clock. Those who were able used every 
exertion to render assistance and relief to the sufferers. The mail 
carriage, having been deranged and the manager hurt, was taken 
back to Carlisle, and came in at sixteen minutes past nine a.m. 
on Sunday. A-special train was despatched at three a.m. with 
information to Edinburgh and Glasgow, by which two of the 
passengers also went, and Captain Coddington left Edinburgh 
early on Sunday morning for Carlisle. The rails were got replaced, 
and the mail train, which left Carlisle at sixteen minutes past nine 
a.m. or Sunday, came along the line and arrived here at the usual 
hour. It seems impossible to account for the accident ; the ground 
was examined by Mr. Addison, and several of the passengers, and 
appeared perfectly firm. The engine remaining on the line, and 
the tender, luggage-van, and the first carriage (first class) being 
slightly removed, must show that the rails were all right. Some- 
thing must have gone wrong with the next carriage (second class), 
which, having got off and gone over the bank, removed the rails— 
the others were dragged over withit. Several caariages at the end 
of the train were left on the line: The horse-boxes were all upset.”

Meanwhile, however, the clubs 
issued a manifesto, convoking the populace, who assembled in 
great numbers, and proclaimed a Provisional Government, choosing 
Montanelli; Guerazzi, and Mazzoni as its chiefs.

First Impressions of England and its People. Old Red Sandstone.

Hugh Miller is the prince of modern geological writers;, We 
believe that the Dean of Westminster (better known by his 
synonyme Dr. Buckland@), Professor Owen, Mr. Darwin, Dr. 
Mantell, Sir Charles Lyell, Sir. Roderick Impey Murchison, 
Dr. Fittoti, Sir H. Dela Beche, and Professor Ramsay, in fact, 
all geologists, will readily allow this. Our modern journalists, 
such as the Atheneum and its friends, smaller and greater, 
did blow more or less smooth approval of the first work at the 
head of our notice; the second work excited, and still excites, 
most extensive applause; and the third, which at present is 
confined to the pages of a newspaper, of which our friend is 
editor and proprietor, will charm, will amuse, will instruct all 
who see it in the form of a boarded book, with a titlepage, in 
which it will, most probably, very soon appear. 

Hugh Miller is thoroughly original: his literary autobio- 
graphy would be a most noble history of the growth of an 
‘‘ individual mind;’’ in his ‘*Old Red Sandstone’’ there are 
several precious little bits, which have pleased the readers 
(pretty numerous too) of ‘‘Chambers’s Edinburgh Journal,” 
and other weekly and monthly journals, into which extracts 
have been inserted. : 

Mr. Miller’s nobility dates not from Abraham, neither can 
he show title-deeds of his ancestors in the days of William the 
Conqueror, or William the husband of Mary, commonly known 
by the conjunct name of William and Mary. His nobility is 
the mind implanted in him by the Almighty; his estates— 
which no one will interfere with—are ‘‘ the old red sandstone’’ 
formations of the world; the fossz/s of that formation are HIS 
medals ; the curious fish, Ptertchthys Milleri—to be seen in the 
British Museum—bears his name, a name now known to every 
geologist from America to Australia—from Agassiz to the Dean 
of Westminster. Read his ‘First Impressions’; it is a 
singularly-attractive book; there is character in it to supply 
the brains of half a dozen ordinary novel-writers. He brings 
before you most vividly Durham and York Cathedrals’ (the 
latter description most strikingly original); Hagley, where 
Lord Lyttleton and the Poet Thomson used to commune in 
mind ; with the curious history of both the elder Lord Lyttleton 
and his most excellent and noble son; the Leasowes, where 
Shenstone loved to wander and improve. Look attentively at 
Miller’s comparison of the Leasowes with Abbotsford, and of 
Shenstone’s taste with that of Sir Walter Scott—the female 
nailmakers of Hales-Owen—the curiously-interesting saltworks 
of Droitwich—his pictures of landscape. Miller can do on 
paper what J. M. W. Turner, Esq., R.A., has done on canvas 
or on millboard, and his engravers on steel plates,—given the 
landscape features of many a place with a vividness showing 
the hand of a master. 

Birmingham, ‘the toyshop of the world.”’ An extraordinarily 
powerful and true picture of Tractarianism is given in the 
same chapter which describes his first impressions of Birming- 
ham—by the way, the jirst impressions of a great judge on the 
bench are generally also his Jast. ‘The jirst impressions of an 
original mind are seldom superseded.

Stratford and Shakspere—so often written on, but, like 
daisies, cowslips, celandine, roses, and violets—can afford to be 
written on by every fresh-minded author. Olney and Cowper, 
chapters 15, 16, and 17—our favourite chapters. We must 
write for Miller to advocate the erection of a monument, with 
bas-relief and bust, to William Cowper, in Westminster Abbey.

But, if much has not been done, I have at least the 
consolation of George Buchanan, when, according to Melvill, 
‘ fand sitting in his chair, teiching his young man that servit him 
in his chalmer to spell a, b, ab; e, b, eb;’ * Better this,’ quoth he, 
‘ nor stelling sheipe,’ ” A. W.

HayMArkeEtT.—The same pieces which have for weeks.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETIES. 


Zoorocicat Society or Lonpon.—Hanover-square, Tuesday 
last, William Yarrell, Esq., in the chair.—The most important 
announcement was at the end.of the meeting, when the ener- 
getic secretary informed the members and their friends of the 
sale accouchement of a most distinguished inhabitant of 
the Regent’s-park (Zoological Gardens); her exalted high- 
ness the giraffe, on Monday. morning last, was confined 


at eleven a.m. precisely. As the female camelopard,

giraffe (Giraffa xerapha; serapha, seraph, angel), is at the least 
sixteen feet high (lineal measurement), and as such an event 
does not occur every day, we think our fair readers from 
Lerwick, in happy Shetland, to the Land’s End, in rocky and 
happy Cornwall, will be pleased to hear that mother and 
girafetta are doing well, and will prove a great attraction to 
these already attractive gardens.—Mr. J, E. Gray exhibited 
and described a singular new species of Mexican tortoises, with 
three nails to the feet; it formed, according to this distin- 
guished naturalist, a new subgenus of the division Cistuda; he 
named it Cistuda (onychotria) Mexicana. Mr. G. B. Sowerby 
and Mr. Lovell Reeve exhibited, and had descriptions of, some 
new Shells of the genera Cyclostoma, Bulimus, and Tomygrus, 
&e.; these shells belong to very extensive and beautiful groups, 
and were not yet figured either in his own (Mr. Sowerby’s) 
works or in those of Mr. Lovell Reeve. Mr. A. White ex- 
hibited a drawing of an allegorical subject from Pompeii, in 
which the thorny lobster (Palinurus vulgaris) was very well 
represented ; he made a few remarks on the minute attention 
paid to natural objects by ancient artists. 


Linnean Society or Lonpon.—Soho-square, Tuesday week, 
E, Forster, Esq., in the chair.—Mr, Yates exhibited a very inte- 
resting and valuable Series of leaves, fruits, and models of different 
genera and species of palms, belonging to the division Cycadee, 
entering into their history and explaining, with specimens in 
hand, the distinctions of each: there were specimens from 
Chatsworth, the Duke of Devonshire’s, so famed for its conser- 
vatories.—Mr. Adam White read the first part of a memoir on 
the animals of the Assyrian monuments, discovered by Dr. 
Layard, and now deposited in the British Museum; he exhibited 
some of the engravings (kindly lent him, he said, by John 
Murray, Esq., of Albemarle-street) of these Nineveh monu- 
ments, shortly to be published ; he pointed out the representa- 
tion of a fallow deer, very vividly and accurately given, the 
spotted body and palmated horns, with two frontal snags 
marking the species. The beautiful drawing of the outline of 
the head of this animal, and of a goat, he particularly dwelt on ; 
as also on two groups ofsheep and goat, most pictorially treated, 
especially in the upper compartment, where they are repre- 
sented as being driven off to their pasture. A vulture closely 
allied to Gyps tenuirostris was also specially alluded to. He 
exhibited casts from the armlet and sword-scabbard of one of 
the kings, in which animals form the ornament; and also a 
wood-engraving from ivories from Assyria, in the same collec- 
tion, drawn by Mr. Prentis, and most admirably engraved in 
wood by Mr. Thompson from Mr. Prentis’s drawings. 

Entomotoeican Society or Lonpon.—17, Old Bond-street, 
Monday, G. R. Waterhouse, Esq., President, in the chair.— 
Various interesting communications were read by Mr. E. 
Doubleday, the secretary, and specimens of new or rare British 
insects were exhibited by Mr. J. W. Douglas, De Vigne, and 
others. Mr. W. Wilson Saunders described and exhibited a 
very handsome series of rare Erycinide (a group of butterflies 
shortly to be figured in Doubleday and Hewitson’s magniticent 
“Genera of Diurnal Lepidoptera’). Mr. J. O. Westwood 
made some interesting remarks on Coccide, and on a new 
British genus of Poduride. Captain F. Parry exhibited some 
interesting varieties of the splendid African beetles, Goliathus. 
Mr, A. White exhibited and made remarks on a singular lid- 
nest of a spider from Jamaica, and referred to the nests of 
spiders generally : he exhibited a specimen of the rare Vellenis ‘ 
—a beetle taken by Mr. Whittingham, in Epping Forest, | 
crawling into a rotten willow. Mr. Westwood made additions ° 
to this communication, and mentioned Professor Henslow’s 
having got the larve of Velleius; these make the third and 
fourth captures of this hitherto rare Staphylinus in the British 
islands. A.W.

tiquity, as we find it similarly employed in the columns of 
Trajan and Antonine. 

In the upper border there is represented a rude depiction of 
camels, lions, and peacocks. The former animal was at one 
time used by the Asiatics in war, and was first seen by the 
Romans in the army of Antiochus’; as a beast of burden in the 
East it is invaluable. In 1236 one was presented to our 
Henry III. ‘The figure of a lion was a very favourite or- 
nament, and was applied to very varied purposes. Edward 
Mortimer, Earl of March, and Sir John Cobham, of Hever, 
leave in their wills, the former, a large bed of black satin, em- 
broidered with white lions and gold roses; and the latter, a 
red bed embroidered with lions. William of Wykeham also 
leaves to the Church of Winchester a new vestment of blue 
cloth, striped and embroidered with lions of gold. 

The peacock, from the beauty of its plumage, was much 
sought after as an ornament to the aviary when first brought 
to Europe. In later times it was the custom at festivals to 
offer a peacock to a prince or nobleman to make a vow upon. 
It was for that purpose roasted, ornamented with its finest 
feathers, its comb gilt, and brought in with the last course, 
or by its itself, on a gold or silver dish, and borne on high by 
him who carried it.

The 
contract being duly subscribed and Hassan in possession of his 
throne, he sent the King of Tunis a plough, and a philosophical 
letter to the effect, that he knew of no other meansof effecting that 
monarch’s desire with so much justice to his people or benefit 
to his own fame, than by the proper cultivation of his country. 
and by desisting from the continual agitation of war with his 
neighbours, which he indulged in for the acquisition of wealth 
by other than by fair and honourable exertions.

LAW AND POLICE. 


THE CHARGE OF PERJURY AGAINST THE MARQUIS OF 
CHANDOS. 

Court OF QUEEN’s BENcn, Wednesday, Feb. 14.—(Sittings at Nisi Prius 
after Term, at Westminster, before Lord Chief Justice Denman and Special 
Juries.)—THE QUEEN v, THE Marquis OF CHANDOS.—This case, which 
had been set down for trial for the two last days, has excited considerable 
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interest from the gravamen of the charge made against the noble defendant, 
arising from the late exceedingly painful circumstances connected with 
the noble house of Buckingham. But there was, finally, no prosecution ! 
The jury handed down their verdict of ‘* Not guilty,” upon which the 
Marquis of Chandos, having shaken hands with his counsel, immediately 
withdrew from the court. 

MIDDLESEX SEsstons.—The February adjourned sessions commenced on 
Tuesday, at the Court-house on Clerkenwell-green, before Mr. Witham, 
who presided in the absence of Mr, Sergeant Adams, and a bench of 
magistrates. ‘The calendar contains the names of seventy-one prisoners, all 
of whom, with the exception of five, are charged with felonies. Of these, 
thirteen were described as able to read, thirty-four as able to read and write 
imperfectly, one had received a superior education, and twenty-three, or 
nearly one-half of the whole number, had received none at all. 


MURDER OF A WIFE. : : 

At Marlborough-street, John Manley, the Irishman charged with having 
kicked his wife to death, was brought up for final examination.—It will be 
recollected that the witnesses proved, on the first examination, that the 
prisoner had been in the habit of ill using his wife, that he had given her 
two black eyes a short time ago, and that on the Saturday previous to her 
murder he had stated publicly that he would either be the death of her or 
leave her. The wife, who was turned out by her husband, went and passed 
the night in the room of an upstairs lodger named Elizabeth Gurdon, In 
the morning the prisoner burst in the door, and dragged his wife out of bed 
by the heels, lifted her up by the shoulders, dashed her head repeatedly on 
the floor, and finished by kicking her with his heavy shoes about the head, 
The wife died under this brutal treatment without having uttered a word. 
These particulars were deposed to by various witnesses, and the prisoner 
was remanded for a few days to give time for an inquest to be held. The 
inquest was held accordingly, and the jury returned a verdict of ‘ Man- 
slaughter.” Additional evidence was subsequently brought forward, and 
Mr. Hardwick committed the prisoner to take his trial for wilful murder, 

ROBBERY, WITH PERSONAL VIOLENCE. 

At Westminster, William Cullen, George Digley, and Francis Pike, three 
determined-looking young fellows, were charged with a daring burglary at 
the residence of Mr. John Waller, 13, Stamford-yillas, Fulham-road, with 
personal violence to the proprietor.—The police produced a certificate from 
a medical gentleman to show that Mr, Waller, in consequence of the injuries 
he had received, was unable to leave his room. He was awoke by a man 
entering his sleeping apartment at about three o’clock on Saturday morning, 
and, on jumping out of bed, was wounded in the head with some heavy 
blunt instruinent (supposed to be a life-preserver, as it is termed), after 
which his assailants e-caped.—A great deal of corroborative evidence having 
been adduced, the prisoners contented themselves with denying that they 
had been together on Saturday morning.—Mr. Broderip remanded them. 

A FOREIGN APPARITION. 

At Marylebone, a foreigner, who could not speak a word of English, and 
who had a coarse sack wrapped around him from head to foot, was brought 
up by a police constable, who, at twelve o’clock at night, saw the prisoner 
come out of No. 18, Avenue-road, St John’s-wood, the said dwelling being 
at present taken care of by some parties until it can be let. He (prisoner) 
walked with a slow and stately step, at the same time making an unearthly 
noise with his mouth; and, from the grotesque appearance which he 
exhibited, he caused witness to start, not knowing at first what the form 
could be.—Mr. Broughton: You thought it was a ghost, did you not ?— 
Witness: Some people might well have imagined so, your worship, but I 
don’t believe in supernatural beings.—The prisoner was remanded till next 
Monday, in order that some inquiry may be made into the state of his mind.
